III. Monkton is a little Town on the South fide of the Iſland 
about two miles to the Eaſt-ward of Sarre. It ſeems to have been 
ſo called, from its belonging to the Monks of Chriſt-Church Canter- 
bury. It lies in the Lath of St. Auſtint, the Bailiwick of Bredge, 
and the Eaſt diviſion of the County, and diviſion of Juſtices in that 
Lath. The Liberty of the Dean and Chapter of Chriſt-Church 
Canterbury claims over the Mannor, but the Liberty of St. Auſtin 
over the Pariſh,as being in the Hundred of Ringſioto which belong- 
ed to that Abby. It's ſaid that John Salisbury Prior of Chriſi- 
Church obtained of K. Heury VI. a weekly market to be kept here, 
but I cannot find on what day. However, there has been no ſuch 
Market kept here for many years paſt, but a Fair has been anciently 
held here on July 22.

The Church is dedicated to St. Mary Magdalene. The body of 
it was anciently larger than it is now, conſiſting of two Iſles, part of 
the Weſt· end of this North Iſle being ſtil! to be ſeen, and the Arch- 
es betwixt the two Iſles remaining in the wall.

It has been obſeryed that in this Pariſh there are more large 
Farms than. in any Pariſh in Rent. By which means the Farmers 
here are generally men of ability, being otherwiſe unable to oeupy 

Farms whoſe rent is ſo great, and for ſtocking which ſo much is re- 
quired. They moſt of them live in good credit, and pay their 
tents half-yearly. The Weſt part of the FPariſh is bounded by a 
Lynch or Balk which goes quite acroſs the Hland to gate, and 
which is the bonds of the Mannor as well as of the Pariſn, that Way. 
This the crafty Monks perſwaded the filly people was the track 
where Donme va s deer ran, tho now its generally called St: Mildred's 
Lynch, our 'Tfland Saint.

Places of Note in this Pariſh. | 


I. Mhyſtre Court. This is the Manſion houſe of the Mannor of 
 Menſtre, which the Monks of St. Auſtin's tell us was firſt given to 
St. Mildred's Monaſtery or Nunnery, and afterwards to them. It 
' ſeems to be as it was when firſt built and to be applied to much 
the ſame uſe, viz. that of a Farm-houſe where ſome of the Monks 
| reſided to look atter this Eſtate which they kept in their own hands. 
On the North-fide of it, which ſeems to have been the Front or 
Entrance, is a handſome Stone Portal, of the top of which Lve gi- 
ven a deſcription · In the middle of it within a circle we ſee the _ 
Arms of the Abby a Field Sable, with a Croſs Argent, and on each 
| fide of them a Gothick Letter which ſeem to me to be a G and 
an H. but what they deſign, I confeſs 1 do not know. It's not 
' improbable that they are the initial letters of the name of the per- 
| ſon who erected this Portal. At a ſmall diſtance from it ſtood an- 
ciently a very large Barn, ſufficient to hold the Corn growing on 
+ all the Demeſnes, being in length 352 feet, in breadth 47 feet, and 
the height of the walls 12 feet, with a roof of Cheſnut. When the. 
| Eſtate was divided, 154 feet of this building was carried to Seven- 
ſcore where it was burnt by an accident unknown, and in 1700 the: 


remaining part here was burnt by Lightning. 
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On the South ſide of the Houſe ſtood a Chapel, ſaid to be built 
by St Eadburga the third Abbeſs of the Nunnery built by Domp. 
nena. In this Chapel is the body of St Mildred ſaid to have been 
placed by Eadburga, or rather tranſlated from the other Mona- 
ſtery. Some of the Walls and Foundation of this Chapel were re- 
waining within the memory of many now living: But its now ſo 
entirely demoliſhed that there is nothing to be ſeen of ir, but a 
ſmall part of the Tower, and of the Stairs leading up into it. Juſt 
by theſe ruines of the Tower is a ſmall piece of ground in which 


the Tennant lately digging for Mould to carry out on his land, dug 


up ſeveral humane bones which cauſed him to deſiſt. - 

The Monks, it ſeems, had not been long ſetled in the poſſeſſion. 
of this Mannor, before a quarrel aroſe betwixt the Abbat and Con- 
vent, and the Tennants of Mynſtre. For A. D. 1176, (not fifty 
years after K. Cnute's grant of it to them) by the King's command 


this diſpute was ordered to be tried at Cauterbury before John de Thorne Chro. 


Cardyf who ſupplied the place of Robert Htæ- Ber nard the Sherif. 
The Abbat Roger elect and his predeceflors inſiſted, it ſcems, that 
the Tenet⸗ men who held of the Mannor of Menſtre ſhould come 
to Canterburp and there do ſuit and ſervice for the lands which.

St. Wuſtins. Particularly that the tennants of the land called Swpl- C No. 
lingland, or Ploughing- land ſhould do their ſuit at the Abbat and XIV.

don, Geoffry Fitzpeter and their companions at that time the King's 
Juſtices at Veſtminſter, that the Abbat of St. Auſtin's exacted of them 
ſervices and cuſtoms which they ſaid they. ought not to do there, 


but in Tenet at Wenſtre. But here too their plea was overuled. 


In the Year 13 18 the Abbat and his ſervants taking ſeveral diſtreſ- 
ſes on their Tennants ot the Mannor for. rents detained, and other 
articles concerning the Court of the ſaid Abbat of Minſtre and the 
view of Frank- pledge, the tennants to the number of 600 men met 
together the Friday before the Feaſt of St.. Nicholas and ſo continued 
for five Weeks next following, having got together a greater number of 
people, who in an hoſtile manner coming together to the Abbat's Man- 
nors at Whenſtre,-and-Halmanſtone with bows and arrows, ſwords 
and ſtayes, laid ſiege to them, and made divers attacks upon them, 


and ſet fire, which they brought with them to burn thoſe Mannors, | 


to the Gates. For ſear of theſe violences the Monks and their ſervant 


viz.. Frier William . Biholte, and William de Middleton. Monks, an 
others who were there at that time durſt not go out of the Mannor 


of Salmanſton, for fifteen days. Not being able to compaſs their 


ends in ſetting fire to the houſeing, tliey broke and cut into ſmall 


pieces with ſwords and ſtaves ſeven Ploughs and as many Carts witn 


the harneſs which were then in the fields and belonging to the 


Abbat. To do as much miſchief as they could, they fell d and car- 
ried away Trees growing at Salmanſtone (where none have grown 


ever ſince) and at Menſtre to the value of 40 J. and laid ſiege to 


Frier Henry de Newenton Monk in the Mannor of Cliveſhende whom 


rhey impriſoned fix days, and afterwards ſold to one Waker Capell 
for four Shillings. At 'Menſtre in high Market time, they inſulted, 
beat, and wounded the Abbat's men and ſervants whom he kept 
there to look after the Mannor ; and by their tumult and exceſſive 
noiſe, hindred the Bailiffs ſrom keeping the Courts there. For this 


— Purpoſe, its ſaid, they entred into unlawful Confederacies by Oaths 


and Writing, and raiſed money, to the ſumm of 26 pound by tallages
